Dr. Erwin L. Shaver has reminded us of a very sig= 
nificant prophesy with reference to the weekday re— 


ligious education movement which was made twenty— 
five years ago and which seems to be in process of 
fulfillemnt. The prophesy was made by Dr. Edward 


Sargent who at the time he made the statement was 
Serving as the director of weekday religisus educa- 
tion for the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


Dr. Sargent said that the weekday religious educa= 
tion movement "would pass through three stages; 
first, rapid and intensive propaganda concerning the 
idea and resulting in a widespread mushroom growth; 
second, a period of legal fighting for existence; 
and third, the recognition that the life of the 
movement must depend upon a higher set of standards, 
which, if once established in the weekday, would 
work their way back into the Sunday and in this way 
raise the level of religious education." 


Dr. Shaver goes on to point out that the keen in- 
Sight of Dr. Sargent is now being confirmed. No. 
other factor, judging from the current situation, 
will be so determinative of the future of the week= 
day movement as its own inner strength and quality. 
‘ 


Thus we hail with enthusiasm and sincere apprecia=_ 
tion the new set of Standards for Weekday Church 
Schools now available in attractive booklet form at 
the nominal cost of twenty-five cents. Here is a 
practical document which sets forth goals that are 
achievable by the religious education forces of any 
American community. Furthermore, we believe that 
the quality of educational program envisioned in 
these Standards is on a par with that of the public 
school system itself. 


The Standards are based on thirty-eight years of ex- 
perience with the weekday church school movement. 

lhey take into account the legal opinions and de-= 

cisions in the Champaign and »ther cases which have 
come before the courts. Every person connected with 

or interested in weekday religious education should 

examine and study this document carefully. 


Those studying and seeking to apply these Standards 
are urged to secure other supporting literature des— 
scribing the nature of a thoroughgoing system of 
weekday church schools. For example, they should

Parent education must 
be placed at the very center of the 
church's program of Christian educa- 
tion........A Camp Savings System is 
being introduced this year whereby 
young people may save money to at- 
tend summer camp by securing stamps 
and putting them into a book. 


H. Glenn Payne - Mass. Spent sever- 
al days with Rev.Lawrence Fitzgerald 
of Phila. helping train nearly 50 of 
our fine young people as Disciplers. 
We had four general coaching confer- 
ences. The response of these fine 
young people to this task and the 
assignments given stirred me deeply. 
You knew from the way they entered 
into the conference that they really 
meant business. This experience cer- 
tainly caused the fires of my om 
faith to burn brighter. 


J. Norman Martin -'N. J. A number 
of young people are being enlisted 
for work in vacation schools on the 
beaches at the shore resorts. The 
Director initiated this type of pro- 
gram in 195 at CapeMay with consid- 
erable success.....We are setting up 
three or four, under local, church 
sponsorship, and the young people 
will supply the leadership. 


Anthony F. Vasquez - Phila. In con- 
nection with our young adult work, 
we are planning a "Baptist Voice of 
Tomorrow" project. An outstanding 
committee is at work discovering and 
encouraging musical talent in our 
churches. Already we have received 
many nominations for auditioning. 
The top talent will be used ina 
Baptist music festival which we are 
planning to hold in the spring. We 
have secured a scholarship for the 
winner to go to the Music and Art 
Conference at Green Lake. This en- 
deavor has received city wide pub- 
licity and interest, and it is our 
plan to have a list of talent which 
may be used for local church work. 
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
